REPORT NARRATIVE 


SYNOPSIS: 


On 01/11/15, Brett Collins Hagewood was arrest for 211 PC - Robbery and 69 PC - Resisting 

a peace officer at 13 312 Comm unity Roaoin tne city of Poway. Brett was inside a 2006 silver Ford 
Escape (Cal. Plate# HSIOIOI) rummaging throu gh the glove com pa rtr n en t an d center consul when the 
owner of the vehicle, approached the car . noticed Brett rummaging 

through her car and inforTned her was able to get the 

male out of the car and then call 911. [UMtgi^^ttempteato^etair^retnin ffinaw^ forcement arrived. 
While they were waiting for law enforcement to arrive, Brett attempted to hit^^^^ several times in an 
attempt to flee. 


Deputy Spencer and I arrived on scene and attempted to take Brett into custody. Brett would not follow 
multiple commands given to him to prone out on the ground and ultimately presented a lethal situation by 
reaching into his sweatshirt pockets with his hands. Brett was subsequently taken into custody with the 
assistance of my canine partner, Chyro. 

Brett was transported and admitted into Palomar Hospital due to his injuries. Deputy Rudisill #4500 and 
Deputy Bugbee #0121 from the Vista Detention Facility arrived at Palomar Hospital and took custody of 
Brett for the aforementioned charges.

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INVESTIGATION: 


While enroute, Sheriffs Dispatch gave updates to the call informing the responding deputies that the 
suspect had exited the reporting parties vehicle and was now in an argument with the reporting party. 
Sheriffs Dispatch gave the description of the suspect as being a white male, wearing a black hoody 
sweatshirt and blue Charger's sweatpants. 

I arrived at the apartment complex and began to drive towards the rear of the parking lot. Deputy 
Spencer #0742 and I stopped our patrol cars near the rear of the parking lot. I did not see the reporting 
party at this time and asked Sheriffs Dispatch to inquire with the reporting party where in the parking lot 
they were located. Before Sheriffs Dispatch could respond with an answer to my question, I heard the 
sounds of two males arguing coming from the backside of the apartment complex. I believed the sound I 
was hearing was the reporting party and suspect arguing. 

Based on the information given by Sheriffs Dispatch regarding the crime that had occurred and knowing, 
through my training and experience, that burglary suspects often carry weapons on their persons when 
committing crimes I believed it would be unsafe for law enforcement to address the situation without a 
lethal force and a less lethal force option available. I made the decision to remove my canine partner, 
Chyro, from my patrol car as the less lethal force option and to have Deputy Spencer present the lethal 
force option, if needed. My intention was to have the canine available at the scene as a psychological 
deterrent to any aggressive acts the suspect might make against law enforcement. Additionally, I 
wanted to prevent the use of a higher level of force. 


Deputy Spencer and I moved to the rear of the apartme nt complex with Chyro at my left side. When we

argument. Bre tt was we aring a black hoody sweatshirt and blue Charger's sweatpants. Brett swung in 
the air towards but did not mak e ph ysical con tact with him. I called out to the three subjects and 

motioned with my right hand for^^^^ and to move away from Brett. They moved to the left 

and then retreated behind Brett. 


With my knowledge and past experiences with burglary suspects, I chose to keep a distance of about 10 
to 15 feet from Brett to prevent the use of any handheld weapons he may have on his person. I called 
out to Brett and gave my first canine announcement stating, "Sheriffs Department with a canine, get on 
the ground or I will send my dog and he will bite you!" Brett turned and faced me. He stared at me is if 
he was looking through me. I told Brett to turn away from me, put his hands in the air and get on the 
ground. Brett put his hands up in the air and continued to stare at me. Believing Brett was trying to bait 
me into coming closer to him so he could strike me with a weapon, I made a second canine 
announcement again stating, "Sheriffs Department with the canine, this is your final warning get on the 
ground or I will send my dog and he will bite you!" Brett squatted down into a baseball catcher's stance 
and began to move his hands towards the hand pockets on the front of his black hoody. As his hands 
began to move towards his pockets, I yelled about three times at Brett to prone out. Brett made no 
attempt to lie on the ground as instructed. Bretfs hands began to enter his hoody pockets, I believe a

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lethal situation was about to be presented. and two other males were about 30 feet 

behind Brett presenting a bad backdrop for lethal options to be used. 


My observations of the four subjects behind Brett made me believe the safest course of action for all 
parties involved was to utilize Chyro to apprehend Brett. I released Chyro from my grasp and gave his 
apprehension command. Chyro made contact with Brett on his right shoulder knocking Brett to the 
ground. Chyro moved to Brett's right side and made contact with his abdomen. Brett curled into a ball 
while holding his hands close to his body. I told Brett to place his hands behind his back and to stop 
resisting. Brett did not comply with my commands. I believed Brett was still trying to obtain a weapon to 
inflict harm upon me or Deputy Spencer. I struck Brett twice with my right palm on the right side of his 
face. Brett's right arm came up towards his head after the strikes. I quickly took control of his right arm 
and moved it behind him. Once behind his back, Brett's right arm became ridged and he was attempting 
to move it back in front of his body. I placed my right knee on Brett's right shoulder to force his body to 
the ground. This was done to prevent Brett from reaching for and obtaining a possible weapon he may 
have concealed on his person. I was able to pin Brett's shoulders on the ground with his chest facing 
down and keep control of his right arm. 


While Brett's shoulders were pinned on the ground, his left arm was still underneath his body. I could not 
see his hand and did not know if he had obtained a weapon or not. Chyro was still in contact with the 
right side of Brett's abdomen and was tugging on him. Every time Chyro tugged on Brett I could hear the 
sound of metal scraping on the ground coming from underneath Brett. I told Deputy Spencer that I could 
hear the sounds of metal scraping coming from underneath Brett. Brett began to yell out, "Get the dog 
off me... The dog is destroying me!" I told Brett to release what he had in his left hand and place his arm 
behind his back. Brett did not comply with my instructions. Chyro continued to tug on Brett and I could 
still here the scraping sounds of metal coming from underneath Brett. Brett again yelled out, "Get the 
dog off of me... He is destroying me!" I told Brett to stop resisting and to give me his left hand with 
nothing in it. Brett brought his left hand out from underneath his body and I was able to join his wrist 
behind his back. Deputy Spencer attempted to place handcuffs on Brett but he tried to pull his arms 
back to the front of his body. Eventually, Deputy Spencer was able to place handcuffs on Brett and took 
over with holding Brett down on the ground. See Deputy Spencer's deputy report. I took control of 
Chyro and removed him from Brett. 


Additional deputies arrived on scene and I placed Chyro back in my patrol car. Deputy Ward #7139 and 
Deputy Arroyo #5381 remained at the scene and obtained victim and witness statements. See their 
deputy reports for details of the incident. Brett was escorted to the south side of the building where he 
could be medically evaluated by Medic #3791 of the Poway Fire Department for his injuries. 

I informed my canine supervisor Sgt. Hout #2284 of the canine apprehension. Sgt. Hout informed me 
CpI. Hernandez #1846 would be conducting the canine contact investigation. Brett was transported to 
Palomar Hospital where he was treated for his injuries. I arrived at Palomar Hospital and briefed CpI. 
Hernandez of my involvement with the incident.

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At the hospital, Brett began to curse at the staff and thrash back and forth. Brett attempted to push the 
nurses away and get up off of the examination table. The medical staff had to inject Brett with a sedative 
in order to render medical aid to his injuries. Due to the sedative being given to Brett, I w as unable to 
Mirandize or obtain a statement from him. Brett was medically evaluated by Dr.

Brett had puncture wounds on his right abdomen and abrasions of his right breast from the canine 
contact. Brett also had abra sions to the left side of his face from being dragged on the asphalt during the 
canine contact. Dr. informed me exploratory surgery was conducted on Brett and his injuries 

were not life threatening. I was also advised by the medical staff that Brett's blood toxicity screen showed 
he had a .33% Blood Alcohol Content (BAC) in his system. Brett was admitted into Palomar Hospital for 
further observation. Deputy Rudisill and Deputy Bugbee from the Vista Detention Facility arrived at 
Palomar Hospital and took custody of Brett Hagewood. 


Upon further investigation of the incident, it was determined Brett had entered an unlo cked veh icle and 
was rummaging through the compartments of the vehicle when he was discovered by^^^^. Brett did 
not have any weapons on his person and the metal scraping sound heard during his appre heiision w as 
his watc h dragging on the asphalt. Based on the assaultive behavior of Brett described by^^^^ and 
in their statements, what I initially observed when coming into contact with the three subjects 
and Brett's actions during his apprehension, he was subsequently arrested for 211 PC - Robbery and 69 
PC - Resisting a peace officer. I concluded my investigation.

EVIDENCE:

ORIGIN: 

On 01-11-2015, at approximately 2329 hours, I was in full uniform and driving a marked San Diego Sheriff's Department patrol 
car when I responded to the parking lot of the Valle Poway Apartments located at 13312 Community Road, in the City of 
Poway, fora report of an interrupted vehicle burglary. (E2229800) 


DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

En route to the call. Sheriff's Dispatch advised that the reporting party, later identified had located an 

unknown wh ite male wearing a dark hooded sweatshirt and blue "Chargers" sweatpants in her vehicle. Sheriff's Dispatch also 
advised thatH^Q^ was currently in an argument with the male she had located inside her vehicle. 


I arrived on scene with Deputy Glover (#5125), and his K-9 partner Chyro, at 2331 hours. Due to the fact that I know, from my 
training and experience, that suspects who commit burglaries are often armed with weapons or are in possession of burglary 
tools that can be en used as weapons, I drew my Department issued Glock 22 pistol as I approached the rear portion of the 
parking lot where vehicle was located. W hen 1 reached the re ar portion of the parking lot, 1 noticed a female, later 

identified as ana a male, later identified speaking with a white male wearing a dark, baggy 

hooded sweatsm^nd baggy blue "Chargers" sweatpants, later identified as Brett Hagewood. 


As I approached|HagjgiyHMMjji| and Hagewood, I motioned toyumH-J] and migmj for them to step away from 
Hagewood. ancl[Jg|^^^^who were facing me, took about two s^teps awa^ronn-lagewood, whose back was turned 

towards me^unnen stoppemmoving. I annou nced "Hey , Sh eriffs De partment, let me see your hands!" Hagewood did not 
respond to me but he instead continued facing [0IQIt3] and and tried to converse with them. Due to the angle 

Hagewood was facing, I could not see his hanos ana fwas unaol^o see if he had any concealed weapons on his person due 
to his baggy sweatshirt and sweatpants. I ordered Hagewood to "Turn around!" and "Show me your hands!" After waiting for 
several seconds, Hagewood slowly turned around and faced Deputy Glover and I. Once Hagewood was facing Deputy Glover 
and I, he sl owly raise d hi s hands un til they were at about his eye level. I prepared to point my handgun at Hagewood, but I 
noticed that^^^^ andHSHSH^ were still standing directly behind him so I instead kept my handgun pointed towards the 
ground whil^n/va^iving^agewwd commands. 


After Hagewood had raised his hands into the air. Deputy Glover ordered Hagewood to "prone out onto the ground!" When 
Deputy Glover said this, Hagewood did not move but instead stared blankly at Deputy Glover and I and continued to stay 
standing. I ordered Hagewood to "Get on the ground and onto your stomach" and Deputy Glover again ordered him to "prone 
out!" Hagewood slowly crouched down until his buttocks where resting on the back of his heels. Once Hagewood was in this 
position, he stopped moving and stayed in the crouched position. I ordered Hagewood to "get on your stomach" but he did not

comply with my command and instead stated "I am." Deputy Glover ordered Hagewood to prone out on the ground or he 
would deploy his K-9 partner Chyro on him. Hagewood did not comply with Deputy Glover's commands and instead continued 
to stay crouched on the ground. 

After Hagewood refused to comply with Deputy Glover's commands, Deputy Glover deployed his K-9 partner Chryo on him. 
Chryo struck Hagewood's torso which caused him to fall onto the ground. Once Hagewood was on the ground and Chryo had 
attached to his right side, Hagewood jammed his hands underneath his chest. Deputy Glover ordered Hagewood to "put your 
hands behind your back" numerous times but Hagewood kept his hands tucked underneath his chest. After Hagewood 
refused to put his hands behind his back. Deputy Glover grabbed onto his right arm and started attempt to pull his hand out 
from underneath his chest. 

While Deputy Glover was attempting to get Hagewood's right arm out from underneath his chest, I went over to his left side 
and started to do the same with his left arm. When I grabbed onto Hagewood's left arm and ordered him to "put your hand 
behind your back," Hagewood resisted my control and instead pushed his left hand towards his stomach. I continued to pull 
on Hagewood's arm for about twenty seconds until I was able to get his hand out from underneath his stomach and put it 
against his back. Deputy Glover was able to remove Hagewood's right hand from underneath his chest and put it behind his 
back. Once both of Hagewood's hands were behind his back, I removed my handcuffs from my duty belt and attempted to 
handcuff him. While I was trying to handcuff Hagewood, he stiffened his arms and tried to pull them away from my and Deputy 
Glover's control. Once the handcuffs were on Hagewood's wrist, it took several seconds to lock them due to Hagewood's 
baggy sweatshirt getting caught in the interior of the handcuffs. 

Once Hagewood was handcuffed, I held onto his hands while Deputy Glover removed Chryo from him. After Chryo was 
removed from Hagewood, Hagewood started to roll back and forth on the ground. In order to prevent Hagewood from 
standing up, I placed both of my knees on his right side and applied slight body weight on him in order to prevent him from 
standing up. I stayed in this position for approximately two minutes until paramedics and fire department personnel arrived on 
scene. Once the ambulance had arrived at the parking lot, I had Hagewood stand up and escorted him to the paramedics. I 
secured both of Hagewood's hands to the gurney he was sitting on and stood by with him until he was transported to Palomar 
Hospital. 

I did not have any further involvement in this incident.

During transport Hagewood told the paramedic he was in a lot of pain and cursed when speaking about the K9 that bit him. 

He did not say anything about his actions which lead up to the bite.

On 01/11/2015, at about 2329 hours, Deputy Glover (#5125) and Deputy Spencer (#0742) received a radio call to investigate 
a vehicle burglary at 13312 Community Road in Poway. At about 2333 hours, I heard Deputy Spencer radio, "Give us the air" 
Deputy Spencer sounded out of breath. I believed that Deputy Glover and Deputy Spencer needed assistance. I responded 
to the scene to assist.

Due to the described force and 
violence used by Hagewood on Deputy Glover and Deputy Spencer during the time of arrest, I believe 
Hagewood was also in violation 69 PC Resisting an Executive Officer.

On 01/11/2015 at 2329 hrs. Deputy Glover responded to a radio call of a vehicle burglary 
in progress. While enroute to the call the Sheriffs Communication Center informed 
Glover via radio that the owner of the vehicle was in an argument with the suspect. 

The Sheriffs dispatcher also provided Glover with the description of the suspect. White 
male, wearing a black hoody sweatshirt and blue San Diego Chargers sweatpants. 

Deputy Glover and his cover deputy arrived on the scene. 


Statement From Deputy Glover: 

On 01/11/2015 at 2329 hrs. Deputy Glover and his canine partner Chyro responded to 

in the city of Poway reference a vehicle burglary. 


Upon arrival at the location, Glover and his cov er deputy lo cated the reporting parties and 
the suspect, identified as Brett Hagewood DOB As Glover and his cover 

deputy were approaching them, Hagewood attempted to punch the reporting party but 
missed. Hagewood was positively identified by the two reporting parties as the person 
that broke into their vehicle. 


Due to his training and experience in dealing with burglary suspects, Glover feared that 
Hagewood might have a weapon. Glover maintained his distance from Hagewood and 
identified himself Glover then gave Hagewood a canine announcement and ordered him 
to get down on the ground. Hagewood refused to follow Glover's instructions and just 
stared at him. Glover gave Hagewood a second canine announcement and again told him 
to get down on the ground. Hagewood again refused to comply.

Hagewood then squatted down and began to move his hands toward the hand pockets of 
his sweatshirt. Since the reporting parties were standing behind Hagewood, Glover felt 
that the backdrop for a possible lethal force situation was not safe. 

Glover determined that the safest way to take Hagewood into custody was to use his 
canine. Glover released his hold on Chyro and gave him the apprehension command. 
Chyro made contact with Hagewood’s right shoulder knocking him to the ground. Chyro 
then released his hold on Hagewood's shoulder and made contact with the right side of 
his abdomen. Hagewood curled into a ball and placed his hands close to the front of his 
body. Hagewood began thrashing around on the ground and refused to follow Glover’s 
instructions to show his hands. 

Glover ordered Hagewood to stop resisting and to place his hands behind his back. 
Hagewood refused to comply and kept concealing his hands under his body. After a short 
struggle, Glover and his cover deputy were able to place Hagewood in handcuffs. 

Glover gave Chyro the command to release. Chyro complied. Glover advised the 
Sheriffs Communication Center of the canine contact and requested medical assistance. 
Glover also requested that the Canine Unit Sergeant be notified of the canine contact. 

Poway Paramedic Unit #3791 and a City of Poway Fire Engine arrived and treated 
Hagewood. Hagewood's was transported via ambulance to Palomar Medical Center. 

As the medical staff attempted to treat Hagewood he became belligerent and physically 
aggressive. Hagewood had to be sedated by the medical staff so they could treat him. 
During the initial examination, the treating physician believed that Hagewood had 
suffered injuries to his stomach lining. Exploratory surgery was conducted on Hagewood 
and it was determined that his stomach lining was not damaged. 

Hagewood was admitted into Palomar Medical Center for further observation. 

Statement From Brett Hagewood: 

Due to Hagewood being sedated, I was unable to interview him when he initially got 
taken into custody on 01/11/2015. 

On 01 /15/2015 at 1315 hrs. I contacted Hagewood at Palomar Medical Center recovery 
unit and obtained the following statement. 

Hagewood stated that he did not remember anything about the incident. The last thing 
Hagewood remembered was parking his vehicle and getting out. He does not remember 
how he got to where he was arrested. 

Hagewood said that the only thing he remembers is the dog biting him on the side of his 
body.

During the interview I asked Hagewood the following questions: 

Q; Have you been diagnosed with any form of mental illness? 

A; No Sir 

Q: Are there any problems with your eyes or ears? 

A: No 

Q: Are you taking any medication or street drugs? 

A: No Sir 

Q: Did you hear the warning to send the dog or the order to stop? 

A: No Sir 

Q: How long was the dog biting you? 

A: I don’t know 

Q: How did the dog get off of you? 

A: I don’t know 

When asked if there was anything he wanted to add, he said that he remembers being in 
Poway but nothing else. He also stated that he felt the use of the dog was too excessive. 

CONCLUSION: 

Deputy Glover's decision to use his K9 to apprehend Hagewood was based on the 
following factors; 

Hagewood was a suspect of an attempted robbery. 

Hagewood reached into the hand pockets of his sweatshirt creating a possible lethal 
force situation. 

Hagewood failed to comply with Glover's lawful commands to show his hands and 
prone out. 

The use of the Sheriffs canine to take Hagewood into custody was within policy and 
deployed in an appropriate. 


REVIEW: 



On 01/12/2015 at 0030 hrs. I received a telephone call from Sgt. Hout informing me that 
Deputy Glover's canine had made contact with Hagewood. He also informed me that 
Hagevvood had been transported by Poway Paramedics Unit # 3791 to Palomar Medical 
Center. 

I responded to Palomar Medical Center and contacted Deputy Glover who briefed me on 
the incident. 

I made all appropriate notifications to both the Communications Lieutenant as well as to 
the on call Divisional of Inspectional Services Sergeant Crowley. 

I proceeded to the intensive care unit to attempt to interview Hagewood. I was informed 
by a member of the medical staff that Hagewood had been sedated because he was 
combative. 

I was unable to interview Hagewood but was able to take four photographs of the injuries 
he suffered during the contact with the Sheriffs canine. 

On 01/15/2015 at 1315 hrs. I contacted Hagewood at Palomar Medical Center and 
obtained a statement. The interview and photographs of Hagewood's injuries were copied 
to a CD-R disc and attached to this investigation. 

Injuries: 

Hagewood sustained two puncture wounds on the right side of his abdomen and two 
punctures on the right side of his back. He also sustained abrasions on the right side of his 
chest and on the left side of his face.
